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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
today reported the following developments in U.S. agriculture and trade: 


U.S. agricultural exports during October-August 1985 totaled $29.5 
billion, down $5.6 billion (16 percent) from the same period a year earlier. 
Export volume during the Uctober-August period amounted to 119.3 million tons, 
off approximately 9 percent from the 141 million tons exported during the 
first eleven moiichs of the previous fiscal year. 


After seven consecutive months of decline, monthly agricultural 
export value rose in August 1985. August 1985 exports totaled $2.0 billion, 
down $.6 billion or 23 percent from August 1984, put 1 percent above the $1.8 
billion in July 1985. tExport volume for the month was 7.8 million tons, off 
2.8 million tons (26 percent) from the 10.6 million ton level of August 1984. 


Commodities underyoiny the most substantial declines during 
October-August included soybean meal, soybeans, soybean oil, wheat, wheat 
flour, rice, tallow, and cotton. Reductions in both unit value and volume 
contributed to these declines. While corn exports through Uctober-August were 
roughly equal in volume, lower unit prices dropped the overall value of corn 
exports by 16 percent. In contrast to these declines, increases were noted 
for grain sorghum, seeds, pulses, peanuts, cottonseed oil, unmanuractured 
tobacco, tree nuts, beef, and dairy products. 


U.S. agricultural imports during October-August 1985 reached $18.1 e 
billion, up 4 percent from the $17.3 billion imported during the first eleven Ree, 
months of fiscal 1984. Commodities experiencing the greatest increases = 
continue to be cocoa and products; fresh fruit and fruit juices; beef, pork -- 
and veal. The overall net surplus in agricultural trade during October—August 
1985 amounted to $11.4 billion, down 36 percent from a net surplus-of $17.8 
billion during the same period a year earlier.
